Mystery of Missing Radium 
Needles Salved at U.of A. 
in Holmes' Best Tradition 


Fayetteville, Oct. 25 
Mystery of the 
missing (UP) — 
radium 
needles has been solved by Univer- 
sity of Arkansas physicists—turned 
detectives. 


The professors were called in on 
the case by a Fayctteville 
insur- 
ance adjuster, after five valuable 
needles of radium—each about the 
size of an 
ordinary 
phonograph 


needle—disappeared from the 
of- 
fice of a Northwest Arkansas phy- 
sician a few days ago. 


The insurance adjuster immedi- 
ately sought the aid of Professor 
Paul C. Sharrah of the university's 
physic's staff, after a search 
by 
the doctor proved futile. 


Professor Sharrah 
and an as- 
sistast went to the scene, 
taking 
alone a gadget known as a geiger 
counter—an instrument used to de- 
tect the presence of radio - active 
particles. 


The 
professor-detective had a 
theory. He suspected that the ra- 
dium needles had 
been 
inadver- 


dently dropped in a waste basket 
in the doctor's office, so he pro- 
ceeded to the spot where the bas- 
ket had been emptied. 
There it 
was discovered that the trash had 
been carried away 
to the 
city 
dump. 


However, the counter began re- 
acting to the presence of radium 
within 30 or 40 feet of thes place 
where the trash had been emptied. 


In a short time the impulses were 
to an area three feet in diameter. 
By taking up a bucket of dirt at a 
time and testing it with the gieger 
counter the searchers located two 
of the needles. 
The 
remaining 
three 
needles 


turned up at the city dump, follow- 
ing a similar operation.

Mystery of Missing Radium 
Needles Salved at U.of A. 
in Holmes' Best Tradition 


Fayetteville, Oct. 25 
Mystery of the 
missing (UP) — 
radium 
needles has been solved by Univer- 
sity of Arkansas physicists—turned 
detectives. 


The professors were called in on 
the case by a Fayctteville 
insur- 
ance adjuster, after five valuable 
needles of radium—each about the 
size of an 
ordinary 
phonograph 


needle—disappeared from the 
of- 
fice of a Northwest Arkansas phy- 
sician a few days ago. 


The insurance adjuster immedi- 
ately sought the aid of Professor 
Paul C. Sharrah of the university's 
physic's staff, after a search 
by 
the doctor proved futile. 


Professor Sharrah 
and an as- 
sistast went to the scene, 
taking 
alone a gadget known as a geiger 
counter—an instrument used to de- 
tect the presence of radio - active 
particles. 


The 
professor-detective had a 
theory. He suspected that the ra- 
dium needles had 
been 
inadver- 


dently dropped in a waste basket 
in the doctor's office, so he pro- 
ceeded to the spot where the bas- 
ket had been emptied. 
There it 
was discovered that the trash had 
been carried away 
to the 
city 
dump. 


However, the counter began re- 
acting to the presence of radium 
within 30 or 40 feet of thes place 
where the trash had been emptied. 


In a short time the impulses were 
to an area three feet in diameter. 
By taking up a bucket of dirt at a 
time and testing it with the gieger 
counter the searchers located two 
of the needles.

turned up at the city dump, follow- 
ing a similar operation.

Mystery of Missing Radium 
Needles Salved at U.of A. 
in Holmes' Best Tradition 


Fayetteville, Oct. 25 
Mystery of the 
missing (UP) — 
radium 
needles has been solved by Univer- 
sity of Arkansas physicists—turned 
detectives. 


The professors were called in on 
the case by a Fayctteville 
insur- 
ance adjuster, after five valuable 
needles of radium—each about the 
size of an 
ordinary 
phonograph 


needle—disappeared from the 
of- 
fice of a Northwest Arkansas phy- 
sician a few days ago. 


The insurance adjuster immedi- 
ately sought the aid of Professor 
Paul C. Sharrah of the university's 
physic's staff, after a search 
by 
the doctor proved futile. 


Professor Sharrah 
and an as- 
sistast went to the scene, 
taking 
alone a gadget known as a geiger 
counter—an instrument used to de- 
tect the presence of radio - active 
particles. 


The 
professor-detective had a 
theory. He suspected that the ra- 
dium needles had 
been 
inadver- 


dently dropped in a waste basket 
in the doctor's office, so he pro- 
ceeded to the spot where the bas- 
ket had been emptied. 
There it 
was discovered that the trash had 
been carried away 
to the 
city 
dump. 


However, the counter began re- 
acting to the presence of radium 
within 30 or 40 feet of thes place 
where the trash had been emptied. 


In a short time the impulses were 
to an area three feet in diameter. 
By taking up a bucket of dirt at a 
time and testing it with the gieger 
counter the searchers located two 
of the needles.

turned up at the city dump, follow- 
ing a similar operation.

Mystery of Missing Radium 
Needles Salved at U.of A. 
in Holmes' Best Tradition 


Fayetteville, Oct. 25 
Mystery of the 
missing (UP) — 
radium 
needles has been solved by Univer- 
sity of Arkansas physicists—turned 
detectives. 


The professors were called in on 
the case by a Fayctteville 
insur- 
ance adjuster, after five valuable 
needles of radium—each about the 
size of an 
ordinary 
phonograph 


needle—disappeared from the 
of- 
fice of a Northwest Arkansas phy- 
sician a few days ago. 


The insurance adjuster immedi- 
ately sought the aid of Professor 
Paul C. Sharrah of the university's 
physic's staff, after a search 
by 
the doctor proved futile. 


Professor Sharrah 
and an as- 
sistast went to the scene, 
taking 
alone a gadget known as a geiger 
counter—an instrument used to de- 
tect the presence of radio - active 
particles. 


The 
professor-detective had a 
theory. He suspected that the ra- 
dium needles had 
been 
inadver- 


dently dropped in a waste basket 
in the doctor's office, so he pro- 
ceeded to the spot where the bas- 
ket had been emptied. 
There it 
was discovered that the trash had 
been carried away 
to the 
city 
dump. 


However, the counter began re- 
acting to the presence of radium 
within 30 or 40 feet of thes place 
where the trash had been emptied. 


In a short time the impulses were 
to an area three feet in diameter.

Mystery of Missing Radium 
Needles Salved at U.of A. 
in Holmes' Best Tradition 


Fayetteville, Oct. 25 
Mystery of the 
missing (UP) — 
radium 
needles has been solved by Univer- 
sity of Arkansas physicists—turned 
detectives. 


The professors were called in on 
the case by a Fayctteville 
insur- 
ance adjuster, after five valuable 
needles of radium—each about the 
size of an 
ordinary 
phonograph 


needle—disappeared from the 
of- 
fice of a Northwest Arkansas phy- 
sician a few days ago. 


The insurance adjuster immedi- 
ately sought the aid of Professor 
Paul C. Sharrah of the university's 
physic's staff, after a search 
by 
the doctor proved futile. 


Professor Sharrah 
and an as- 
sistast went to the scene, 
taking 
alone a gadget known as a geiger 
counter—an instrument used to de- 
tect the presence of radio - active 
particles. 


The 
professor-detective had a 
theory. He suspected that the ra- 
dium needles had 
been 
inadver- 


dently dropped in a waste basket 
in the doctor's office, so he pro- 
ceeded to the spot where the bas- 
ket had been emptied. 
There it 
was discovered that the trash had 
been carried away 
to the 
city 
dump. 


However, the counter began re- 
acting to the presence of radium 
within 30 or 40 feet of thes place 
where the trash had been emptied. 


In a short time the impulses were 
to an area three feet in diameter. 
By taking up a bucket of dirt at a 
time and testing it with the gieger 
counter the searchers located two 
of the needles. 
The 
remaining 
three 
needles 


turned up at the city dump, follow- 
ing a similar operation.

Get Pumpkins 
for Turkey 
Day Pie 


Get your pumpkin now 
for 


Thanksgiving pics, says Miss Mary 
Dixon, home demonstration agent. 
Pumpkin is good in other desserts, 
too, or it can be served as a veg- 
etable. It is a good source of Vita- 
min A, as you might guess from 
its deep yellow color, she explains. 


Pumpkins stored at 50 lo 60 de- 


grees Fahrenheit in a dry, well- 
ventilated cellar or basement will 
keep until late winter. Put them 
in rows on shelves so they do not 
touch each other. 
"Canning pumpkin is a good idea 


if you do not have a good storage 
space," Miss Dixon told Hempstead 
County homemakers. It saves 
a 


lot of trouble too, if you can get 
your pie ingredients out of a can. 
Pumpkin may be canned in two 
ways— in cubes or 
as pumpkin 


pulp. Whichever method you use, 
first wash the pumpkin, remove 
the seed, peel, and cut in one 
inch cubes. 
To can the cubes, put them in 


a pan and add just enough hot 
water to cover. Bring them to a 
good boil, then pack quickly into 
hot sterilized jars. Process pints 
for 55 minutes and quarts for 90 
minutes at 10 pounds pressure. 


If you want to can strained pump- 


kin, 
put the cubes in a 
small 


amount of water and steam until 
tender (about 25 minutes). 
Put 


the cubes through a 
food mill or 


strainer. Then reheat the pumpkin 


I until it is hot through. Watch the 
pumpkin carefully so it does not 
stick or scorch. 
Pack the hot 


pumpkin into hot sterilized jars, 
minutes and

Ihem | in layers in a box with the 
ends pointing in the same direciton, 
or tie them in loose bundles with 
a wide cloth string. This prevents 
breaking and tangling. It is very

to keep the needles 


straight throughout the gathering 
and curing process.

prised the rest of the family. Uncle 
Boobly — my fathers brother — 
was the youngest of 18 children, 
and he is the first member of the 
family to retire since grandfather 
Tom Boyle came to America after 
the civil war. 


The rest of them just kept on 


chasing - the dollar till they died, 
but Uncle Boobly says theres more 
to life than that. 


"I'm going to travel — going to 


sec California, he says. 


Uncle Boobly has never been one 


to slighl a good lime. He almosl 
saw France in the first world war. 
He was on the way over but when 
the Germans heard Uncle Boobly 
was coming they gave up, and the 
American government turned Ihe 
ship around 
in 
mid-ocean 
and 


brought Uncle Boobly right back 
home. Except for that Paris would 
still remember him. 
Nobody who spent more than an 


hour with Uncle Boobly could ever 
forget him. He was always a rain- 
bow chaser, and he hasnt quit yet. 


When he hung up his army uni- 


form in 1918, he went to work it 
my fathers grocery store in Kan 
sas City. But all he was interested 
in then was dancing. He was best 
at a kind of dance in which you 
bounced up and down like you were 
on pogo sticks. About once a year 
Uncle Boobly still gets out on the 


lifetime. 
He has a bay window now and 


wears down quickly, but the spirits 
still there. 


When he worked for 
Dad 
he 


could dance all night, bul the next 
day 
he had a 
hard time at the
